The recent Hornet editorial concerning Iran in 
the Feb. 9, 1982 issue is a lie. It claimed that 
Imam Khomeini is using terrorist tactics against 
his opposition and that the Islarnic Republic is 
using torture and inhumane methods to frighten 
the country into submission, according to an 
Amnesty International report. This article is no 
more than western media propaganda which has 
tried to discredit the revolution from the very 
beginning in order to hasten the overthrow of the 
new government and a return to the privilege 
western powers enjoyed in the region prior to the 
revolution. 

Before | discuss whether or not torture and 
assassination is actually common in lran today, | 
must state that Amnesty International, who 
makes such allegations and appears to be the 
sole source of information for the Hornet 
editorial, doesn't even have a delegation in Iran 
to enable it to observe anything. They refused to 
travel to Iran because officials asked them 
to denounce U.S. terrorism around the globe as 
well as Israeli terrorist activities in the Middle 
East which take thousands of lives every day. A. 
|. said it could not do this, since its organization is 
supported by the super powers and obviously 
cannot help the oppressed. 

The Hornet editorial charged that the Islamic 
Republic has killed many people, but it neglected 
to mention why. The people who were executed 
were members of terrorist groups such as the 
“Mojahedin,” “Paykar,” etc.. who are responsi- 
ble for the deaths of many innocent people in Iran 
recently. Perhaps, Mr. Zavoral believes that it is 
inhuman to execute a convicted terrorist, but | 
suggest that he and his colleagues expand their 
horizons and realize that it is the responsibility of 
any government to protect its citizens from 
violence which threatens life and property. The 
members of these organizations are involved in 
armed struggle against the new government, and 
are supported by such powerful allies as the CLA 
and the KGB their final objective is the 
overthrow and destruction of the government 
which is supported by the majority of the lranian 
people and to replace it with a regime which will 
be responsive to the needs of the super powers 
who support them. Finally, | will give some 
examples of the activities of these groups who 
A.1|. claims are being so unmercifully perse- 
cuted by the so-called facist regime!

June 28, 1961, the explosior: of a bomb which 
was planted by the Mojahedin in the Central 
Office of the Islamic Republican Party Head- 
quarters in Tehran resulted in the death of 74 
people. 

July 25, 1981, the doctor in charge of the 
Guardian Corps First-Aid team was killed. 

July 27, 1981, a bomb explosion at Tehran's 
Engelab Square resulted in the injury of several 
passers-by. 

July 29, 1981, Five revolutionary guards 
were assassinated in Tehran. 

August 8, 1981, a bomb explosion in Kerman- 
shah resulted in the 14 dead and 30 wounded. 

August 30, 1981, the explosion of an incen- 
diary bomb which had been planted by the 
Mojahedin in one of the Prime Minister confer- 
ence rooms kiiled the president, Mr. Rajaie and 
the Prime Minister Dr. Bahonar. 

Sept. 7, 1981, Ayatollah Quddosi, the Prosec- 
utor General, was killed. 

Sept. 20, 1981, a public bus was set on fire in 
Tehran and 20 people were killed. 

Dec. 11, 1981, Ayatollah Dastghebe along 
with several other people were killed.

Nicholson Sensitive in‘The Border’ *

Violence, poverty, corruption 
and a sense of frustration are omni 
present themes in the new movie, 
“The Border,” which stars Jack 
Nicholson in one of his best per 
formances 

“The Border” is the kind ol movie 
that leaves you emotionally and 
ulmost physically exhausted by 
graphically depicting the interaction 
between the United States Border 
Patrol and the hundreds of Mex: 
cars trying to enter mto the “prom 
ised land.’ 

Jack Nicholson sensitively plays 
the part of a United States border 
patrolman, Charhe Smith, whose life 
become: entwined with that of Mana 
(Elpidia Carrillo), a poor, young 
Mexican woman, and in the corrup 
tion of a “wetback-smugyling” ring 
in hus sector 

Unhike some of Nicholeon's past

being naively innocent. Nicholson

In that initial scene, we expe 
rience the life of Maria and her 
people, This lasting impression gives 
a strong understanding for the Mex:
